In. a striking majiner 
the 
Golden 
State—its golden traditions, Us gold- 
en flower fields and its sunny clime. 
And then also the flower was born 
on these she-res, and it may always 
be found biooming in some portion 
of the state on any day throughout 
the year. 


In early days 
thousands upon 
thousands of acres of these match- 
less, shimmering "Fire Flowers," as 
certain tribes of Indians called them, 
•Kere marsed at the feet of Mount 
'Wilson and Mount Lowe. Their bril- 
liant gleaming could be distinguish- 
ed far out at sea, a certain indica- 
tion that the mariner was opposite 
the 
mission 
landings. The term 
"Cape Las Flores," as 
applied 
to 
these'wild poppy fields by the Span- 
ish mariners, is said to have origin- 
ated with Cabnlio's sjj'ior* in lii-ii.
